and tht* succeeding- rebtrictions on oor coin 
mcrce, and tlso, during the late war with C. 
Britain, the state of Massachusetts was some- 
times charged \vith entertaining designs, dan- 
gerous,, if not hostile, to the Union of the 
States 
The calumny, having1 been engende- 


red at a period of extreme political excite- 
ment, and being- considered like" the thou 
sand others which at such times are fabricated 
by party animosity, and which Jive out their 
d;iy and empire, has hitherto attracted very 
l-.He attention in this state. It atood on the 
sa.tie Tooting1 with the charge against Hamil- 
ton, for peculation ; ag-ainst the late Presi- 
dent Adam«, us being in favor of monarchy 
and nobility; and against Washington himself 
as hostile to France, and devoted to 
' 


powerful, and well merited influence enjoyed 
by their illustrious friends, now deceased, 
most assuredly ga.-e to the undersig-ned a 
right to demand the grounds of the accusation; 
a ri.^ht which Mr. Adams himself repeatedly 
admits nV'^ht have been justly and properly 
exercised by each of them severally. Thei'r 
demand was founded on the common princi- 
ple recognized alike in the cede of honor and 
of civii juiisprisdence, that no man should 
make a charge affecting the rights and char- 
acter of others, without giving them an op- 
portunity of knowing the grounds on which 
it was made, and of disproving-its if untrue.—

[t is in the above sense only, that a 


free people can recognize aoy individuals as 
leaders ; and in this sense, every man," who is 
conscious of having enjoyed-4 influence and 
consideration with his party, may well deem 
himself included iu every opprobrious and 
indiscriminate imp«achj»ent of tb» motives of 
the leaders of that party. 
But it would be 


arrogance to suppose himself AIUXB intended, 
when the terms of the accusation imply a con- 
federacy of many. And while, on the one 
hand, it wouliJ betray both selfishness and e- 
g-otism to confine his demand of exculpation 
to himself: so, on the other, it is impossible 
to uihe in one application ALI who might 
justly be considered as his associates. It fol- 
lows then, that any persons, \vho, 'froo the 
relations they sustained to their party, may 
apprehend that the public will apply to theai 
charges of this vague description, mty join in 
such numbers as they shall think fit, to d 
mand an explanation of charges, which 
probably affect some of them, and may affect 
them all. The right, upor: the immutable 
principles of justice, is commensurate with the 
injury, and should be adapted to its 


present moirent for making their dem»nd.— 
He did them but justice in supposing that 
this consideration had its influence on their 
minds. 
Their only fear was that their appeal 


might be considered as an attack on an emi- 
nent man, whom the public favour seemed to 
have deserted.

He very much misapprehends the character 


of ouritiititutions, and ihe principle -UK! spirit 
of his countrymen, if he imagines that any offi- 
cial rank, however elevated, will authorize a 
man to publish injurious charges against oth- 
ers, and then to refuse ?11 reparation and e- 
vcn explanation, lestji tvould tend to impair 
his dignity. 
If he is in any danger of such a 


result in the preser-t instance, hesliouM ha; e 
foreseen it when about to publish his charges, 
in October last. If'the pioprieties of his ••«t- 
uation' have been violated, it was by tlot o- 
riginal publication, ;uid not by too great con- 
descension in answer to ourckil upon him for 
an act of simple justice towards those who 
felt themselves aggrieved. 


We have thus examined all the reasons by 


which Mr. Adams attempts to justify his refu- 
sal to prcduc-e the ev idtnce in" support of his 
allegations ; and we kgain appeal \*ith confi- 
dence to our fellow citizens throughout the 
lj.- States, for the justice of our conclusion, 
that no such evidence exists. 


The preceding observations suffice, we 


trust, to shew, tiiat we have been reluctantly 
forced into * controversy, which could not be 
shunned, without the most abject degiadntion: 
that it was co/npelent to us to interrogate Mr. 
Adams, in the mode adopted, and that he de 
chnei a direct answer for reasons insufficient, 
and unsatisfactory ; thus placing himself'in 
the predicament of an UKJUST ACCUSEK. 


Here, perhaps, we might safely rest cur ap- 


peal, on the ground that it is impossible 
strictly to prove a negative. 
But though we 


are in the dark ourselves, with respec to the 
evidence on which he relies, to justify liisal- 
legation of a 'project,' xt any time, to dissolve 
the Union, and establish a northern coniede 
racy, (which is the only point to which our 
inquiries were directed,) it will be easy, by a 
comparison of date*, and circumstances, foun- 
ded on his own admissions, to demonstrate 
(whxt we know must be true) that no such 
evidence applies, to any ma'n who acted, or 
to the measure* adopted, in Massachusetts at, 
and posterior to the time of the embargo.—

preme Court in Williams vs. the Bank 
of the U. States. It was an action by 
the Bank brought against Williams, a 
endorser upon a negotiable note. 
The 


only question was whether there was 
due notice to the endorser.—It appeared 
that the endorser lived in the town in 
which the Bank is situate, and when 
trie note became due and was dis_honor- 
ed, a Notary went to the house of the 
endorser to give him. notice, found it 
shut up, and upon inquiry of a neigh- 
bor learned that the endorser and his 
family were out of town on a visit- 
The Notary then left a written notice at 
a neighbor's house, requesting it to be 
delivered to the endorser on his return 
The Court held that where the house of 
the endorser is shut up, & no person is 
there to receive notice, it is not necessa- 
ry ror the Notary to give notice, or 
leave any written notice any where else 
for the endorser. 
The judgment of the 


Court below, in favor of the Bank, was 
therefore affirmed.
